The submarine chaser building 
program is more than a month ahead 
of schedule. The Nary Department 
announces that nearly three times 
the expected number of 110-foot 
chasers will be deliverpd by August 
1, according to present indications, 
and that all of the large number of 
boats ordered were actually nader 
construction. 

The department ha.s not announced 
the number of boats ordered. It is 
known, however, that several hun- 
dred of the swift, armed craft will 
be In serrlce by January 1 of next 
year. The first ves.sel of the type 
was completed at the New York 
navy yard some weeks ago and Is 
now under test. The litUe Teasel 
prdved herself stanach aad capable 
of carrying the -armament specified 
which would make her dangerous to 
the largest German submarlaa.

"I want to give to help our boys, and

Americans need be under no apfffe- 
hension. Not a cent of Red Oross con- 
tributions is going to Gorniany, or has 
gone there since the war was declared 
by the Halted States. Cka«al Per- 
shing has gone to BBropa to eoareif to 
the kaiser Uncle Ssm's compliments in 
the form of shells and American bay- 
onets, but the Red Cross has no part in 
that except to care for such of Gen- 
et^ Pershing's men as may need care. 

The matter of aendhig Bad Oross 
supplies to Germany was brought up 
In the recent Red Cross war council in 
Washington. Charles D. Norton, one 
of the members, answered inquiries 
thas: 

•*The answer is exceedingly simple. 
We do not purpose to be tried for trea- 
son. We do not purpose to lend aid 
and comfort to our enemies. We mean 
to attend oar omtk Aaisrlraa Bed Otoss 
affairs.** 

Former President Taft, who Is chair- 
man of the executive committee, sup- 
ported this view. He said that when 
wounded Germans fell into the hands 
of the American Bed Cross they will 
get the same treatment as our own 
men ; but that It would undoubtedly 
be treason to send supplies to Germany 
as we did b e for e wa wm^foreed into 
the war. 

So Amerteiaa eaa gira fjpeely, know- 
ing that arery cent is for our own and 
our amcs^ wounded, and not for the

Bad 
roads and streets are factors of first 
importance in the present high cost 
of foodstuffs. Never before was the 
improvement of highways .so essen- 
tial. 

The lumber, brick, cement, lime, 
sand, gravel, stone and oth#r build- 
ing material industries are basic. 
Neither Government regulations no.- 
railroad restrictions should be im- 
posed unnecessarily to interfere with 
theki. If any aetlon la taken wkleh 
results in the prostration of so fun- 
damentally important industries, 
there is a real danger of a surplus of 
unemployed labor, a surplus of rail- 
road cars and a crippling of kvalneas 
that will seriously ambarraaa the 
GonramnMnt In financing the war.
